Dear Hr. Shattuck, 

It waa idnd of you to taka the time from a busy day to seo no laot weoJc wlicn I 
was in liow York. I’hia is tlic letter for which you tiien anketl. 

Federal interest in me, which I regard as improper, and interference with my right 
to privacy anil ay First Amendment rl^ts go back to 1939-40 and seem in each case to be 
related to ay writing. Some of what follows will bo for background only. I will try to 
separate what I can now prove from suspicion, and I will try to indicate the proof that 
should be available where I do not have it in hand. 

I do have proof of surveiUunoa on ay public appeiirunces os a writer by the CIA, 

Hy files for the period before World War U are boxed and are incomplete. I put 
them in storage whan X entered the Anay . Thereafter they were decimated when reprooenttftives 
of The Konywood Ton, if you remember tl>at case, come to me for help wlien they were before 
the old Dies Bonmittee. What they borrowed and never returned included moat of the research 
for a book on the Dies Committee. Edward ftnytryk is the one of tho Ton who came to ny 
home. With him was a man who had been on the donate committee for wliich I had b ef'n an 
inveatigator and editor, the so-called Civil idberttes Committee, 

When my work for tliis conmittoe ended, as a result of my asiociation witli the late 
Gardner Jackson, Jackson and I were woridLng on a pirojoct for one of the Itarshall Found- 
ations, one of Bob Hurshnll's, u study of the Dios Conedttee, I pl.-ttinp.i a book on it. 

Our work waa quite open. Ity investigations could nob have boen less clandestine. I had 
throe typists copying tlxe Dies Coomittoo's expense records in the of floe of the Clerk 
of the House of llepmsentatives. This, in fact, seems to have boon wliat saved Jackson 
and mo fron thti eatrapoent that followed. 

Builng this period, which began toward the ond of 1939, tho Dies group got a law 
passed that waa aimed at us. I believe it is still on tho law books. It is styled as 
something about interfering with the processes of a Gongresaional committee. An effort 
waa Bails to indict Jaikson and me under this law. This waa tho entrapment. One David 
Dubois Hayno had boen fed to Jackson, who turned him over to me, Hoyne gave me his files. 

^ hod actually boon the Washington roprosentatLve of one of ti;o early native fascist 
outfits, tho Silver l^rts. Included in these files were sovoral things of interest. 0ns 
part allegedly related to an association between Dies and tho Silver ^hirts. about these 
documents I had doubts, so I got Hayno to execute an affidavit certifying to their 
authenticity. Another part referred to a conspiracy to overthro- the government. This 
involved a fasdst-minded Congressman, '^horkelson, the Silver **hirts and the man I ni- 
was then chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff or a aimllHr position, Gi^neral ^lalln Craig. 

This was before tho days of xeroxes. Before giving these files to the FBI, which 1 
did, and fearing t}>at tlie FHt would not return thorn all tit didn't), I let another writer, 
a epedalist in such mattez$ John K Spivack, make copies of tlie conspiracy pages. I think 
^ “awl th«Q in writing for some small, probably left-wing, magazine. He used to live in 

3 County, Pa,, if these things interest you. I still have wliat the committee and the 
FBI didn t keep. 

Despite my upjrobeusions. Congressman Frank Hook used tho parts relating to Dies in 
a speech against the committee. Jackson and I were hauled before a grand jury. I waa then 
a brash kid. When I saw tho way things were going I fought with the prosecutors and took 
the grand jury away from them, ‘t, that is, the grand jury, refused to indict Jackson and 
me. I was able to force an indictment of Hayno, and I had the proof from ti» records of the 



Clerk of the iiouae tliat lie waa iu hies* pay when he executed wliat it later turned out 
were forgorloa. Because he was in hioa pay ana because i Ixia gotten hin to si/oar to the 
authenticity of the forgorieot Dies liad to cooe to his rescue# ^ arranged a deal for a 
two year suspended sentence for his own agent# I believe this is tlm only conviction of 
sucli an agent* 

Before skipntng to the present, let rae note soveral things, 5 ji the event they interest 
you or others# I have much more in m^r files on that entire affair and on the committee# 

One of tlie prosecutors wound up with so much respect for mo tliat on the q.t. he gave me 
sonje of the grand jury mdLnutes he sfiid I could loiter use for my protection# I believe tlie 
coinni,ttoo has never published my tootiinony# The conditions under wldoh they took it would 
not be cpedited in a novel# It was still too destructive of tlie committee. 

Althou^ I regard it as irrelevant to qy rL^its, I liavo never been a Co.^mnist and 
Sackson was ^llnost psycliopathologically anti-Ccxuuunist# iu? was n friend of Koger Baldwin 
and others then in the ACLU# 

After this I returned to writing# Having had no subsidy i\m. gone into debt to do 
the work, I Iwul to lay tlio Dios book aside for imaediate incono# Fear of this **past” 
lii^ted tlie cvirkots open to me# Howenrer, I was able to do what I think was the definitive 
work on ifazi cartels and all they entailed, including espionage# I worked closely with 
the anti-trust division of the Deptirtmeut of Justice, giving it tlie results of my woz^# 

The late Thinrman Arnold was tlion its liead# A Wasliington la.*yer, Joe Borkin, may still 
reiaamber part of this# This was before we were in Uorld fclar XI# Borkin was then an 
assistant to ikmold# I was also during tliis period what today would be ctilled an un- 
reglsterod agent of British intelligence# I gave it also wliat I developed about Wasi 
activities# My exposures of powerful corporations resulted in another secret %use 
hearing wliore again my testirtiony was never published# This time it was the Patents 
committee# lathoiM^ followin^^ my wrk soiao of those corporations were vected by the 
government, btjforo that happened they wore powerful enough to bring pressiirer. to bear on 
the owner of the maga 2 dne for which I did most of thin writing, Walter Annonberg, now 
Bixon's ambassador to Kngland, and I was again unemployed# I then free-lanced, doing 
s imila r , anti-fascist writing until I became a soldier# 

With this background, I wound up in 0#S.S#, wliich rehired ire as a civilian after 
medical discliarge from the Array# I wan in the part of O.S#3#tJiat was transferred to the 
State Depertment. /uad there, eventually, I was one of the ten yho were the first fired 
under the McCarran rider, which rociuired that no henrini; be given, no reasons for firing 
being needed# T}iiu was, actually, a pogrom# Ajl the others were ivory tower t^Tpes# I 
organiaeii us to fight back tind arranged for the Arnold law fiira to ropreoent us, without 
fee# All three senior partners ^tlie otlior ts/o v^ere Paul Porter and Abo Fortes) 
helped, but mort of the work was dons by ^'ilton Froodiaan# We wars rohirod and allowed to 
resign, for those days a considerable victory# To this day, howcjver, I have not received 
my back pay# Via wero m.-vor told our rights, I did not know tliey included back pay, and 
w>ion I loaroeci of it rec^tly and started correspondence with the State Department about 
this, thoy became unresponsive# % letter of March 19 , 197?, is unansvrered# 

Because our n^mies were leaked to the old WasidLiigton ^'imo^iierald, winch made a big 
deal of it, employment was not easy# Finally I went to work as nev/s and spec j-al— events 
director of Vaishington^s ^^od-ciualo station, then managed by tlie man who had been the 
Annonoerg editor for whom I had worked# although my work there, as earlier everywhere, 
was more than satisfactory,, it ended, abruptly, with the visit of an agent of the House 
UnAmericeux committee# T))is man remeiabered his painful Annenberg experience, knew where 
his license came from, and bocame a ttopublican, later heading Bgj^rbeads for fiisenhcwor! 

Tliese experiences led me to become a fonocr# Our poultry opciution, vMch became 
world famous, was ruined by low-flying military helicopters, increoiblo ai: it may seen# 

TrJLs led to successful I, and precedontj litigation against the military and my return to 
writing# 1 have just loaniod that tlic Air Force has some kjofi of secret file on me, not 
connecteu with tnia litigation# I have tlie code identification of this file anu am seeking 
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it by orthoflox Maas. If all of tld.3 oeons a bit iiaraaoidi it ia till rf^conled in ths 
r»:giilar and poultry press and court rucorda. dy v/ifc and I, actually t weixi ])otiitiy 
celebrities. mIb won ovary ppize in poultiy* froa raising to cooidni^. 

B( cause of ry Invoeti^tivr? and intelli^jence experiences, althou^ I was en^ged 
in other \fritliVi when ftxrnident Kcimedy was assassinated. I tumod to it. 1 wrote and 
finally luxd to publish itself the first book critical of tlis Vaixen CJociLiisaion. Tliaro 
is wide laisundoj'standing of tids and all ny ;fork on the.t assassination. I alone focus 
on the iPKL di*d to a loaner degree, tlie CIA. I consider t^iat I ao the closest thing 
Earl Warren has to a defender and believe those iPithinldng friends of hia witli their 
thpoe-^aonkeya ap.i>roach nay nAka hia a villain jjn )dstory. h either ay writing nor I seek 
to make ri;>^t of vnnong. fact of error. The Cotikidooion* s ^epoid; is tragically wrong, i^ut 
it belongs in a conto;rt tlmt in ly oxdrion no other v ritcr has given it.

I aa ibay'a investi^tor and L>y iiivosticntionB ore 
the bacia for his apooaXs. which have been wiatten by Lasar. a youtig lawyer working 
with Bud Fcnnterwald. 

When Uiiarlcs ".iuc'’ Ijithius. tlwn a ^ongrear man. read laanuccrlpt of ny first 
book in 19^5 ho tried to help no in varioJXT wnya. in the ^ongreso and with publication, 
and oould not. I tiien did not credit his belief that I wall-:ed out of a publisher's 
office a federal agent waikod In. If I stili do not believe Uiis hapixjned. there is less 
reason to considcjr it inposLlblo and events soon tiliowod that soocTking liko it was afoot, 
dhen nobody know I was away or whxa; I wuj> in distant pai*ts of the co»v:try, r.y wife wcu?.d 
£»et thiiily-Klisguised tliroats by phono. I also got thciH. I taped one. a 2:?C> a.:i. call in 
which the sound^tnwk of tlie uovle Shano ims i^layed to mo. This required a bi.t of ?re- 
poration. not everyone lias such a sound-track, such an aporoinriato one. On numerous 
occaslcns UirLdentifieil taon were spotted in ny aivdi^iuoos. taping what I said clandostinel^r 
wh/an there was no apiiorant reason for not doing it openly. One of tiieso occasions was a 
speech I made at the University of ‘‘iniiBsota at ^Unnoapolis. iu mid-C'ay 1 ?‘j 8. iny topic 
was the integrity of our society. 1 dealt witu sucii thing;; as tlic iiiterfcrf'X.ce :dth ry 
moil and the subject of the osoassiiiationa. i/hen I tool: a pLj^ie that ai^it ry br.;;gagc 
was interooptod. It wound up in a city to Visich that airline does not go. % tbf^ tine I 
finally i^ot it bock, eveiy piece of paper, era?, fol^lers of nmtehes. was misrJLng. A brand 
now typovaritur. so new it luid tb*e original ribbon in it, war fixod eo it would not work. 

Tho case was unoemtehed but internal, destruction was such it could not bo an accident, 
dvoiy liojor part of tiic frono wan broken. Huch the saine h^■^p-cned to an also ntjw tape 
rccoroer. which was fixed so tiuit it edd not record. Tlieso \^m t\io indtspensiblo tools 
for the invostigatxona I planned in iiew Orleans after tl;at speecli. A glrri.lar event ocuurrod 
when I loft Dallas later tliat year. In both cases the airline agents who rctuniod. ry 
intercepted l!ii::r.'nGO tola m*.; they did not beliovu tiie uCv.*ounts i^ven thjo. I h^re no 
evidence bearing on wlw> did tiieso thiuga. of course. wi*o could have h»cu an ir.tcr«?st 

seim to be linriLtou to federal agonto. Ihero ^irG wituossaa to the facts crilj'. 
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Before I ,jet tb the caoeo ;/liore I do have evidonco, let cie explain sone of tliis 
business viith ny mail* \>hon we produced my second book^ to save tine when wo got orders 
for both wo aririrossed one, putting both in strong envelopes of the correct size, tied 
both together securely, and nailed thc3ci togather# This was much less of a burden than 
iflokitig cardbocurd packagoa# In almost every case we got compGUiinta tliat tho unaddresoed 
second package was not attached* I complainod to tlie post office, was visited by an 
insjxKjtor n^ped Cheesem, and ho made an investigation* Ho reported finding not a ain/^le 
copy of tlie second book and no record of any one that had been sopeirated or found* He 
also said that regulations require the saving ruid selling os scrap paper of all ouch 
unaddroosed parcels of j)apor* However this was accomplished, and I think it would have 
been impossible except dose to tlio mailing pf>int or in Waahingtont it was a very 
successful harrassnent and for us a considerable cost and waste of time* 

In early 1967t during tlio viator months, in Jimuaiy or iTebruary, when I was 
represented by an agcaat, he made a handshake deal \dlth Boll for isy OSHiiLD HI NHV 
0^lU:aU^S, then almost conpletod* Tlie time coincided with the first public attention to 
*^im Garrison* There was to liavo been a iJ35»OOOadvanco and tho only grounds for rejection 
was libel* Hy work then published was best-selling* Bell thereafter reprinted uy second 
book and at least a fourtixt possibly and third and a fourt, reprint of my first book. 

The fourtli was in ApocU of tliat year* In early April I mailed the ribbon copy of the 
manuscript, some 600 bond pages, to the agent* iJiout 10 days later he phoned to ask wliero 
the hell it oos and to oomplaifl tlxat we had i535#000 riding on it* I gave him the number 
on the receipt for insurance* Ho plionod back to soy tliat a check of all tlxe hev^ York 
area post offices disclosckL it was not at any* He askod for a carbon and I was forced 
to send him tlie one I had for my Italian publisher, i'eltrinolli* I mailed it registered 
and from a Washington post office to which I liad never before been* After he got it anti 
it becaiae known tliat he got it, the ribbon copy was delivered to him* Ian HcBonalu, 
still in Wa liington and tlxen correspondent for The 'Times of London, vianted to road the 
manuscript* r it)iu his office plxono we phoned tlie agent and naked that lie send the ribbon 
copy to Ian* Whan it failed to reacli him in throe vocka, Ian asked the post pffice in 
Washington for a ciiack and I asked the agent to have one made in ilew York* The agent 
then told mo that because of tlda history, when ho mailed it he dropped it in a box ho 
had never used before* He also mailed about ei^t othor manuscripts at tha same time 
and to tliat date none had been delivered* Three weeks later I received a package from 
tho ipostnaster in Washington* It contained the ribbon copy, each page in perfect cox>- 
dition* There was a note explaining that it had been received in Washington witliout a 
wrapper and was being sent to an address discovered inside* Now it had been wrapped in 
strong kraft paper and then jxxt inside a strong manila envelope* It is difficult to 
imagine that there could bo such norcuil hard handling as to remove both i/rappings 
and Jrot not damage a single one of th« 600 shotts of paper* And the address to which 
it was sent in c lu de d what was not inside* Or, the inside address was not the one used* 

I have pictures of this, tho package and tlie note* If the agjnt is still an ageint, I 
doubt lie would testify* ^^o*d nevor place anotlior book, at least not with Bell* Ian 
would, I am sure* It is probably irrelevant, but disclosures since we met aliov/ tliat 
tho correspondent of liio companion paper, tho Sunday Tiraes, was wiretapped by tho 
government* iVnd Ian's tlxen superior, now American editor in Lemdon, was apparently 
working on a book critical of Bolted States polldea* 

-‘Publishing con be so crooked wliat I will no;/ report may also not be relevant* 

^ell did more than back out on the deal for OSWALD IN NEW ORLEilNS. They cheated me out 
of what for me ore large sums of money* I beliexve they crossed into nxl^^ ftaud in 
30CDO of it* Tliat nothing hapixmed in tho four or five.* years a New Yoik lawyer was su|^ 
posed to be doing something about this is, I an sure, only coinddenco. He was dis- 
barred ami was ashamed to toll me* Another lawyer is nov* making tho effort* I did not 
learn of tliis until the week I saw you. One of the aroas of crookedness is in the 
fitting of a completely spurious suit filed by a revanchist, fasdst (take this 
literally) ^ubon, the associate of tho Watergaters* In writing Boll agreed to assume 
a tliird of tho cost, a magazine tliat reprinted a chapter another third, ami they were 
to char/^ a third to no. Bell took all tho costs from tovalties due me. /mothe*r hne 



to do witli fwilea and tho count on which roynltiea aiv baaed. In an affidavit filed 
to get this suit tlirown out of court swore to a sjole greater t)vm they over 

accounted for in paying royal tias. I also have a copy of tlie fourth reprint, t’o this 
day, ana it is no\f more than five years later, .doll lias aevar accounted for tliio printing, 

7ho chapter that led to tliis spurious suit was rcpiinjsd by Sago. It is the one tliat 
says Oswald had Intellig-.noe functions. It doala :fitli his fluban coasoctionn. I carried 
this furtlior in subsoqueixt wiitings, two books publislicd and another on which I aa 
working. 

In tiay of lybti, before I could get tho first book priatal, I had what I tliought was 
a deal with 'I’he iiaturday Kvoning Post, file editor wanted to deal with tae through an 
agent. I then had none, he amt no first to Sterling Lord, wlio would not touch the subject, 
oM thou to liar t/ilkinson, Uiikinaou espressad oxcitcaent over this book and its po^ 
sibilitLoa and uiiotlier, ono on whidi I had bem ,/oridLug that I'd liiid aside to do this 
ono. ho said tlio sooond. would aakc a aovio. aftor Wilkinoon road tlio ioanuscript, lie 
ph o ne d ae to say hu liked it and ask for" a luttor authorissing hin to reprusaut it. 

',/lthia a sliort tine he wrote to^iero no lunger was a doal witii tlie Poet. I oiiclcsa a 
copy. -Jha reason given ia fictitious, hot only was chapter uac in i^tuI when I put 
^ book together - and several could stand entirely alone - but one was rsprintod by 
daga, without the change of a word, hbortly thexuuf ter hu roturaea tlie cnmiscript and 
lost his interest in the book uitli tho niobie potential. I encloaa this lot tor also, h© 
was a a’lg t isi n o -Uitor, as was bio late partner, anu tho book bucaae a bost-sollor. At 
the title I figured this was noroly anotlwr o.’ tlio strange judguuanto I liad gotton. or 
of tlio odd srpurxoiicos I had had. ifot until K. iio .ojrd i>unt surfacod in wiiat is i i-ii 
^his sake senso. hunt liaid several cover whiio ho uan still 

officially with tho CIo. One of those is that of this agency, I have tliis fxxw tbo's 
fiho and ^utiiors. also guve on a >lashington addroso a noOiOicistQat 

Washington office of this jiguncy. X haw traced tliut out and kuo./ it uae aaother Uln 
cover odoreoa. llo bad u houe, of course, and could havo given that address, I'ha CIA 
also has post offioo boxoa, but bo tailed none of tlioue. I have all tlio rsiavant pages 
of "ho' 3 Who and of Contcaaporaiy Autliox’s and a tracing of the hashiagton rirfrfr n s a. It 
also ia xiart of tlio Uatei-gato stoiy, if it has not yot been puhlialied. Aa I told you, 

X planlf to write about diis and want no publxc use oodo unless until neccssazy. 

I }iave no reluctance in tolling you about it if you'd like to knovf. I thintr it rel.-.tes to 
what nay be aore acsmdalous and uorc crininni than what haa been publisbod. What little 
invosUgatiou this roquii-cs can bo accotaplishod, I think, bji depoaitions or interrogatoiles. 
I Imow tiie muaes ;ind enough of the ;asts. One of the characters, asido froa iiunt, has 
already been deposed in a ourrrait- civil suit. lie appears to bo a pal of iiixon’s, too. 

About eoAly 1968, I begun to hear fron a young man then a stranger who reported 
surveillance on my public appaanuicos Ijy him and for tho CIjV, Itto namo is Ross Trunao, 
lie and Ids iilfo wars hero this past .‘Saturday. He tlien rerdnded no that I have what I 
had forgotten when you and 1 spoke of this, more dotnlls in letters fpon him and tp.pe 
rooor* lings of our phono conversations. Russ has boo* and la now again a reporter. He was 
thai working for Radio & TV lieports. Their surveillance S0 me ms done for an aa-yet 
unexpo^ ClA front calling itself ibiblio Afgairs ^taff. When hagp ri to got a belly 
full of this kind of thing he tape recorded a ctmversatlon bet^feen Mmg«lf in Chicago and 
the natitnuil aajtigor, Paul lijgrssoll, in V/ashiagton. Rxios transcribed this for so end I 
have the tionscilpt. The convearsatloa was on January 24, 1968, said, “tho C.IJ^.'o 

old nonfejis, Ilr. Harold Weisberg, is cooing to Chicago next Priday. "Paul's rooponse was. 

Oh, w^t fun! " There was other conversation about ao and ay books, which Paul 

when aakod if tho ClA would be interested in surveillance, "I ^ vr toll th^n about 
it. It is quite likely that they will bo. Ho aooas to bo bothering thaa." He anplified 
iJiis to say that ty fourth book, which I hod been discussing to his imowlsdgc, which lA 
to sui' 1 m> 130C1U by surveillanco,"has all kujda of stuff in it." iiuao said,"so I -jin keep 
an eye on Hr. V/cdsberg here" and Paul said, "Okay, and I will let laiow," Uien

It Liuy be no acre tliaii pnothor eoincidonce, but soin^ back to th«^ hiteuer cc Wilkinson 
agcaicor, tiiere is a kLtteiuer Foundation tliat Hao part of the itatioi\al Student Association 
scandal, fo tho dof^ree I cau^ I m trying to follow tliis throut^. public sourcoo. 

In tlvc curlior period of Radio & OT Reports •fork for UI/v all trsnscxlpts were 
forwazdoJ fron tiic retinal office to In^rsolD-*s predecessor in Haaliin,^;ton. They wero 
th«i picked up in person by an I^/y Lea£;ue type ifbo had an att^icbe case chained or 
handc^fexl to his wrist! 

Thoro are other ovidenco^of surve5dllanco on mo# I hevo no proof of tapping of my
